M orse, one tim e “ice king,” coastw ise 
steam ship line organizer, banker and 
capitalist, will serve fifteen years at 
hard labor in the federal prison at At­ 
lanta, Ga., unless the suprem e court 
of 
the U nited S tates 
reverses the 
decision 
or 
the 
president 
of 
the 
U nited 
S tates 
interferes. 
A fter 
having been a t liberty under $125,- 
000 bail since June 17 last, he is back 
in the Tom bs prison, w here he con­ 
tem plates the decision of the United 
S tates circuit court of appeals sustain­ 
ing the judgm ent of the lower federal 
court, which found him guilty in No­ 
vem ber last of violating the national 
banking laws. 
T here was solace in the decision of 
the court of appeals, however, in th at 
only ten of tho fifty-three indictm ents 
on which he was c» nvicted were sus­ 
tained, and on the strength of this his 
counsel will im m ediately carry the 
case before the United S tates suprem e 
court on a writ if c< rtiorari. 
To this 
end the United States court of appeals 
has granted a forty days’ stay of exe­ 
cution and pending a decision by the 
suprem e 
court 
application 
will 
be 
m ade to have the prisoner again ad 
m itted to bail. 
M orse took this decision 
calmly, 
though he was plainly grief-stricken 
and perhaps surprised. One of Morse’s 
keenest regrets at being forced to re­ 
turn to prison is the interruption of 
his beaver like struggle to rebuild his 
fortune. 
Since his liberation under 
bail he had been re-elected president 
of the M etropolitan Steam ship com­ 
pany, a New England corporation, and 
of the Hudson N avigation company, 
operating a line of boats on the Hud­ 
son. 
He is credited with having dis­ 
charged the bulk of his debts.

Key West, Fla., Oct. 12.—As a res- 
sult of the West 
Indian hurricane 
which rushed up from the gulf Monday 
this city is a mass of wreckage. 
At 
least one-half of the island city is in 
ruins, the property loss being estim at­ 
ed at about $2,000,000. 
State troops 
are patrolling the streets in order to 
prevent looting. 
The city 
officials 
have asked the United States to allow 
the regular troops 
to he used as 
guards until ord'-r is restored. 
So far 
as known no human life has been lost. 
The hurricane is the worst that Key 
West has ever experienced. 
Of one 
hundred local vessels iii the harbor 
hut five remain a t anchor, the others 
having either go ne to sea or been 
washed upon the beaches. The streets 
along the w ater front are a mass of 
wreckage. 
Brick as well as frame buildings 
throughout 
the 
city 
suffered 
alike 
from the fury of the hurricane and 
many miraculous escapes from death 
and serious injury have been reported. 
Besides the several score of resi­ 
dences either totally wrecked or blown 
from their foundations, nine factories 
were partially destroyed. 
The top of 
the Firs! National bank was blown off, j 
the postoffice damaged and the run­ 
ning gears of the government coaling j 
station wreck; d. 
Every telephone and 
electric light pele on Duval street, the j 
principal thoroughfare of tile city, was 
blown down. 
As soon as the wind had subsided, j 
plundering began. 
The city police 
force was unable to cope w ith the sit­ 
uation, and the m ayor decided to take 
stringent m easures to suppress the 
looting, his proclam ation of m artial 
law resulting. 
Alm ost every nation­ 
ality is represented among the city’s 
population of m ore than 2 0,000, about 
one-half of whom are employed In the 
cigar m anufactories, sponge fisheries 
and salvage com panies.

ed with this heterogeneous mess and 
beef stew of humanity here, one has 
really seen real breathing pictures 
from life that is co-^opolitan in the 
broadest sense of the word.

y ou used to dish out to me when all 
Rushville was asleep. 
Those country pictures of Emile 
Zola, for instance, dealing with the 
life of the French peasantry . 
I see 
it ail forcibly exemplified here on 
every hand. 
For five cents one can 
buy a street car tick et which will 
tak e one to a community peopled by 
any nationality of y our own ehosing. 
They cluster 
up together in some 
little .not k of the great metropolis 
and live there pretty much after their 
old way s in their fatherland. 
Chinatown, for 
instance. 
When 
y ou get w’ithin two block s of that 
place y ou can detect the odor of 
fresh tea leaves. Closer still, and y ou 
get a whiff of the inevitable punk 
stick , and then the obnoxious odor 
of ill-smelling Celestial food-stuffi. 
There they have their own Jo-- lion 
theatre, church and similar institu­ 
tions. 
To visitors guides point out 
the house where Elsie Siegel was 
murdered. 
I have been down there 
several 
times 
after 
midnight 
on 
stories, and truly it is most interest- 
ing. 
Then there are the Jews with theii 
own 
quarters, 
traditions, 
street 
games, etc., and every where y ou find 
them on stoops and in the street 
reading their Jewish newspaper. 
Little use for me, I guess, to say 
any thing about the 
Hudson-Fulton 
celebration. 
Suffice to say it was 
one great, grand affair bey ond the 
power of 
discription. 
And 
fortu­ 
nately , I saw all of it. From the mon­ 
ster pageants, street and water, to 
the banquets and dinners at night. 
Just imagine 12 miles of people lined 
up on both sides of the Hudson, 
fighting and scrambling for a good 
point of vantage, try ing to 
get 
a 
glimpse of the first day parade, the 
naval affair; with the war dogs of 
all nations bellowing out to salute to 
the replica of the Half Moon and 
Clermont, and then y ou can get a 
faint idea of the doings. And on top 
of all of that, every sort of a water 
craft y ou ever saw. For the Herald 
1 got 
this 
assignment: “Geraghty , 
y ou tak e care of a good story on the 
crowds and 
incidents 
tomorrow.” 
With the pride of a hoy carry ing in 


his first cord of wood, and earning a 
quarter, I went out 
to that 
task . 
Heretofore,

story ” I ever handled was on Thurs­ 
day of the county fair—and then 1 
alway s felt that I had to use foot 
ease to get away with it right. Here 
were assembled millions of people.
